Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
10/223,973, filed on 20 August 2002. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
4,816,323 (Inoue). 

Inoue discloses, referring to figure 2E, a ceramic circuit board comprising; a 
ceramic substrate (1) having a through hole (20); a metal column (22) arranged within 
the through hole; and metal circuit plates (23) attached to both surfaces of the ceramic 
substrate in such a way as to stop up the through hole (see figure 2E), wherein the 
metal circuit plates attached to both surfaces of the ceramic substrate are connected to 
each other by the metal column, and wherein, between an inner wall surface of the 
through hole and an outer wall surface of the metal column is secured a space (filled by 
film 21 ) which is 30 to 200 fjvc\ long (hole 20 has a .3mm diameter, wiring 22 has a 0.1 
mm diameter leaving a 0.2mm clearance, see col. 2, lines 1-20) [claim 9], wherein the 
metal circuit plate is made of copper or aluminum (see col. 3, lines 50-55) [claim 10], 
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wherein the metal column is made of copper or aluminum (see col. 3, lines 50-55) 
[claim 11]. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 3,077,51 1 discloses a ceramic circuit board having a metal 
column located in a through hole.
